Good progress is being made with 
seeding operations, which have been 
under way in the districts south and 
east of Edmonton for the past week 
or ten days. It is liberally estimated 
that from forty to sixty per cent of 
the wheat crop was in the ground by 
May 10. The rains of some weeks ago 
retarded spring work to a considerable 
extent, with the result that seeding is 
not as far advanced as might have 
been expected. ; 

The recent warmer weather has, 
however, put the land in splendid 
shape and drills are at work in a 
good many fields at the present time, 
A very noticeable feature through the 
country is the amount of land still 
lying in stubble from last year. It 
is safe to say that the amount of fall 
plowing in evidence is less than it 
has been at this time for a number of 
years. The necessity for getting this 
finished up in the spring has again 
retarded the progress of seeding in a 
good many instances. 

This has led to a situation which is 
more than usually noticeable for this 
part of the province. This is the 
amount of land which is being stubbled 
in, a good many farmers evidently 
considering that the reserve of mois- 
ture in the land at the present time 
will make up for the delay which 
would be entailed in giving the seed 
bed its proper preparation for the 
1925 crop. 
optimistic farmers who are pursuing 
this course will not be disappointed in

INJURIES FATAL 


TO STETTLER MAN) 


Stettler, May 11.—Joseph Bryant 
who was crushed between the steer- 
ing wheel of his tractor and separa- 
tor last Thursday, died Saturday morn- 
ing and will be buried in the Stettler 
hospital this afternoon. 

Last fall Mr. Bryant shipped his 
threshing outfit to Ponoka for the 
threshing season, and in bringing it 
home last week the accident occurred. 
When about three miles from his 
home at Gopherhead, 30 miles south- 
east of here, he came to a hilly dis- 
trict, and uncoupling the separator 
from the tractor, he used a_ long 
chain to pull the separator up. When 
he got to the top of the hill he thought 
he could keep the engine ahead of 
the separator as it ran down the| 
hill, which would enable him to make 
the second hill without the additional 
work of coupling up the separator to 
the engine and uncoupling again at 
the foot of the hill and using the 
chain again, However, the separator 
came down the hill so fast that he 
could not keep clear of it with the 
result that he became pinned in be- 
tween the tractor and separator, 
badly injuring his chest.

their expectation of rains in June, 
failing which a good deal of crop 
seeded ‘under these conditions is apt 
to show up to rather poor advantage 
later in the season. 

The evidences of moisture are bet- 
ter than they have been at this time 
for many years. Practically all the 
sloughs and potholes in the country 
are full of water, wich is an indica- 
tion of the splendid condition of the 
seed bed in this respect. Pastures 
are rapidly . greening up and cattle, 
which in the majority of cases have 
come through the winter in: good 
shape, are starting on pasture in a 
satisfactory condition. 

In the districts surrounding Leduc, 
Millet and Wetaskiwin, a good start 
has been made with spring work, 
although there is still a large percen- 
age of land to be plowed. It is esti- 
mated that some forty per cent of 


wheat has been seeded, and no coarsé 
grains have as yet been touched. A 
ten to fifteen per cent increase in 
the wheat acreage is considered like- 
ly in these districts. 

Along the line east from Wetaski- 
win to Camrose work on the land is 
slightly more advanced, as_ rather 
more than half the wheat seeding has 
been completed at this time. In all 
these districts plowing is being rap- 
idly completed, although there is a 
‘large percentage of grain going in on 
stubble. Moisture is abundant in all 
cases, having delayed seeding in low 
fields in a numher of places. Journal.

Present indications are that the 
provineial elections have been again 
postponed until a date probably late 
in the fall, according to rumors cur- 
rent in local political circles. It is 
stated that the government was large- 
ly influenced in this decision by the 
vote on the Dominion budget, and 
the possibility of the Dominion elec- 
tion being put off to a later date than 
was expected. 

Farmer members” throughout the 
province, however, are said to be lin- 
ing up their constituencies and keep- 
ing everything in shape in case that 
an election will be brought on. No 
definite information of any kind as to 
the election date is forthcoming from 
any member of the government, and 
as far as other information is con- 
cerned, it is largely a matter of guess- 
ing. At any rate the question seems 
to have lost interest during the past 
week or so, and very little is heard 
on the matter—Bulletin. 


SOLDIERS’ RIDE TO 
EDMONTON STARTED, 
TO BE HERE FRIDAY 


Under the command of Major C. W. 
Devey, a large number of the members 
of Lord Strathcona’s Horse left Cal- 
gary on a route ride to Edmonton on 


Monday morning. It is believed that 
this march will be the largest mili- 
tary event of its kind staged in Can- 
ada since the war and it is being con- 
ducted under conditions resembling, 
as near as possible, actual active 
service in the field. 

The party will travel about 30 miles 
a day and will arrive in Edmonton 
at 2 p.m. next Sunday afternoon. 
Halts will be called in Crossfield on 
Monday evening, Olds, Tuesday even- 
ing; Red Deer, Wednesday evening; 
Lacombe, Thursday; Wetaskiwin, Fri- 
day, and Leduc on Saturday. 

The party witl remain in Edmonton 
for the military tournament next 
week and will return to Calgary the 
following week. 

The supply and bivouac  arrange- 
ments are being made by Captain G. 
R. Bradbrook, M.C. Lieut. H. W. Fos- 
ter and Lieut. C. P. Beach (0.T.C., 
Saskatoon), are also accompanying 
the party. 

The usual active service equipment 
is being carried by each man. The 
saddle pack on each mount includes 


a rolled cloak, ground sheet, mess 
tin, saddle cover, feed bag, water 
bucket, head collar for horse, picket- 


ing pegs, surcingle pad, bed blanket, 
rifle, sword and extra shoes for the 
horse. Each man will carry on his 
person a bandlier, haversack, water- 
bottle, jack knife, changes of under- 
wear and socks, cleaning and toilet 
kits, 

A light lorry is carrying additional 
equipment and the dress uniforms are 
being sent by express to Edmonton,

Mdmonten, May 14—The Wheat 
Pools gave complete support, plus an

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SASKATCHEWAN 
ELECTION, JUNE 2; 


Regina, Sask. May 11.—The 
for the Saskatchewan provincial el- 
ections is set for Tuesday, June 2. 
Nomination day will be Tuesday, May 
26. This is just a week earlier than 
the 1921 dissolution, 

Acting on the advice of the Saskat- 
chewan government, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Newlands dissolved the fifth 
Saskatchewan legislative assembly 
on Saturday. 

In the constituencies of Cumberland 
and He Las Crosse nomination day 
has been set for June 28 and polling 
July 21. These constituencies are 
governed by #8 special act providing 
that the proclamation of the return- 
ing officer must be posted for three 
weeks prior to nomination day. The 
travelling between polls in these con- 
stituencies has to be largely by 
canoe on rivers and lakes. 


COURT GIVES | 
DECISION ON 
PARLBY ACT 


Calgary, May 9.—Following the de- 
cision of (he supreme court that the 
Parlby act, governing children of un- 
married persons, is retroactive, Judge 
Winter ordered, in the case of Ander- 
ton ys Soroka, that the defendant, 
should make certain payments, prio? 
and subsequent to the birth of the 
child of which he had acknowledged 
paternity. The defendant appealed 
from the order, and in the judgment 
of the appellate court are to be found 
some important interpretations of the 
law. 

The judgment makes 
under 


clear that 
the act it is essential that be- 
fore any order for fixed allowance 
is made there must be satisfactory 
evidence adduced as to the meons of 
the putative parent. As for any al- 
lowance prior to confinement, it} 
may be for nothing more than reason- 
able expenses, as proven by evidence, 
With respect to an allowance from 
date of birth*tvidence must be con- 


clusive as to “amounts necessarily 
expended” or “the value of necessi- 
ties supplied.” f 

Under the judgment as handed 


down by Chief Justice Harvey, and 
concurred in by other members of the 
court, the act contemplates a divis- 
ion of financial responsibility as 
between mother and father for the 
support of the ehild. With support 
of the child to come from wages only 
gays the judgment, “there is no rea- 
gon for thinking that the mother 
should not bear some portion of the 
burden.” 

“The intent of the act quite clearly 
is that the father shall in part at 
least support his illegitimate child, 
but it by no ineans follows that the 
mother her parents ean compel 
him to pay her them through 
the superintendent for its support.” 

The appeal is allowed with 
order set aside, and the 
matter remitted to the district 
judge for consideration upon evidence 
end in the light of the present situa- 
tion.

CANADA POPULAR WITH SWEDES.

An indication of the increase in the 
value of agricultural production of

it was $1,453,368,000. The value of 
the wheat production ten years ago 
was $156,462,000, compared with $320,-

‘Another practice that exists in the 
prairie provinces, which is not gen- 
erally followed in Ontario and Quebec 
is the paying for cream on grade. 
There are three principal grades, be- 
ing speeial, first and second. The 
farmer who ships special, gets a bet- 
ter price than is paid for first grade, 
and the farmer who ships first grade 
gets a better price than is paid for 
second grade. The result is that the 
cream is shipped frequently and in 
comparatively small volume. This 
practice results in a better quality of 
butter being made and it has been 
encouraged by the cash system of 
payments through cream tickets. 

‘From my knowledge of the dairy in- 
dustry, Iam satisfied that the system 
of cash ae through cream tic- \ 
kets is a decided improvement on 
the system of half monthly payments 
and therefore I sineerely hope that 
nothing will be done to prejudice the 
system now existing in the west.’ 

“T have read this letter in order to 
show how this system grew up. It 
is the opinion of creamery men that 
under this system a better grade of 
butter is prodneed than can be_pro- 
duced under the system that was 
fornierly followed. 1 take it that the 
secretary of this organization, which 
acts for all the dairymen of Canada, 
is a good authority on this subject. 
We want the dairy business to grow. 
The government has been doing all 
that any one could expect any goy- 
ernment to do to encourage the dairy 
business, but if they impose this ex- 
tra burden upon it the result will be 
detrimental to those who are engaged 
in it.

tax of 10 cents to pay on amounts 
ag low os five or ten dollars, That 
is surely an unfair amount of taxa- 
tion to place on that business. On 
the ordinary ten dollar cheque, the 
man has only to pay a two-cent tax, 
whereas the man taking his cream to 
the dairy will pay the very same tax 
on an amount of one or two dollars. 

“Now I come to the cheques. Sup- 
pose they issue cheques. Very few of 
these accounts are over five dollars, 
and most of them are below 
On an ordinary business cheque for 
fifty dollars you have only to pay a 
two cent tax, but you have to pay 
fifty cents if youn were in the dairy 
business and took fifty dollars worth 
of cream to the dairy. There is no 
other business this tax strikes so hard 
on account of the budget calling these 
receipts cheques and requiring them 
to be stamped the same as the ordin- 
ary cheque. If these accounts were 
paid in bigger cheques it would not 
be so bad, but hardly any of these 
accounts reaches ten dollars, The 
dairymen all say that they are will- 
ing to put on a two cent stamp if 
the account goes over ten dollars, 
but you can see what a handicap the 
tax will be to the business if a two 
cent stamp is required on every 
cheque, however small, and I want 
to tell the government that I do not 
believe they are going to get the 
revenue they expect from these che- 
ques because the dairymen will be 
compelledfto go back most likely to 
payment cvery two weeks or once a 
month, 

“tT have a number of letters that I 
shall not put on Hansard as time is 
passing, Dut they all go to show that 
the dairy business cannot stand this 
tax, and they will have to adopt some 
other method, The government are 
going to get these creamery men into 
a lot of difficulty. They will sim- 
ply have to avoid this stamp tax in 
some way, because they cannot af- 
ford to pay it, and it means that will 
have to change their system. The 
government in that ease will not get 
the revenue, but they will fall into 
discredit with a whole lot of the 
faviners who want the cash system 
that is now in operation continued. 
The dairymen cannot undertake to 
give cash to each man who brings in 
his cream, That is out of the ques- 
tion, because not one man in twenty 
takes his own cream to the creamery; 
he gets someone else to haul it in 
for him, and some of it is shipped a 
hundred miles. These cream tickets 
are as good as money to the farmer 
merchants or anybody 
in as cash knowing 
that the creamery men will make it 
so it is really a cash system.
